This is a mailer llial is conlrollcd almosl cnlire- 
ly by the govei umenl. Tlie govei nmciil ihi ougli 
the Sugar Acl of 1948 conlrols ihe amounl of 
sugar thai is permilled to enter the market Thus, 
llie govcrnmenl conlrols the price of sugar and 
consequently the price of beets. 

Last year because the amount of sugar permit- 
ted to entcrJhc market was substantially greater 
than the country's needs the market sagged- How- 
ever, this vear the government's dclcnninalion 
is sliehllv less than w as consumed last year. Fur- 
ther, the government has slated "Domestic 

sugar pnces should be higher in 1949 
than in 1948. The present ichole^ale price 
of refined sugar at Scents a pound is about 
one cent beloic the price objective defined 
Tn the Silgar^ " ^vrrnld appear lliaU not 
onlv through it* statement but tln-ongh its ac- 
tions; the government intends to strengthen the 
snjiar market. 



As evidence that the govenimcnt's objective is 
frraduallv being realized cue need only exam- 
inc the "raw sugar'' market. Since the govern- 
ment's announcement of the amounl of sugar 
to be permitted to enter the market this year, 
the "raw sugar" ])rice has advanced to a figure 
of S5.75 per hundred pounds. Tlie low figure 
last year was So.Oo. The undertone of .the mar- 
ket in recent weeks has been very firm and many 
authorities are predicting another substantial 
price advance. 

At toda>'s suirar price one ton of beets would 
return to the grower sliglitlv in excess of 813.00. 
It would a|)pcar from the slalemcnl of the De- 
|)arlment of Agriculture that the cost of living 
would liayc to fall sub-tantially below where 
it is lodav before the govci nmont wouhLthrough 
it*_controls, permit sugar to fall below its pres- 
ent price.
